LONDON Increasing the minimum price of 
alcohol by lo percent can lead to immediate 
and significant drops in drink-related deaths 
and may also have long-term beneficial 
health effects, according to a study published 
Thursday 

Canadian researchers found that deaths 
caused by alcohol between 2002 and 2009 
in the western province of British Columbia 
dropped when the minimum alcohol price 
was increased, while alcohol-related deaths 
rose when more private alcohol stores were 
opened. 

The findings will be keenly scrutinized by 
alcohol policy makers, particularly in Britain, 
where the government plans to introduce a 
minimum price on alcohol to try to clamp 
down on binge drinking and anti-social be- 
havior. The U.S. currently does not set a mini- 
mum alcohol price. 

“This study adds to the scientific evidence 
that, despite popular opinion to the contrary 
even the heaviest drinkers reduce their con- 


sumption when minimum alcohol prices in- 
crease,” said Tim Stockwell of the University 
of Victoria’s Centre for Addictions Research 
of British Columbia, who led the study 
John Holmes of the alcohol research 
group at Britain’s University of Sheffield said 
Stockwell’s study was a major contribution 
to evidence about minimum alcohol pricing 
and gave a “strong indication that the policy 
has reduced the consumption levels of those 
drinking at hazardous and harmful levels.” 

Stockwell’s team, whose research was 
published in the journal Addiction, looked 
at three categories of death linked to alco- 
hol— wholly alcohol-attributable, acute, and 
chronic— analyzing death rates across the 
time period against increases in government- 
set minimum prices of alcohol drinks. 

The study was complicated by another 
policy in British Columbia, under which al- 
cohol sales were partially privatized after 
having previously been controlled through 
government-owned stores. 

This led to a substantial rise in the avail- 


ability of alcohol. 

Stockwell said the major finding was that 
increased minimum alcohol prices were as- 
sociated with immediate, substantial and 
significant reductions in wholly alcohol-at- 
tributable deaths, with a 10 percent price rise 
followed by a 32 percent death rate drop. 

Significant falls in chronic and total al- 
cohol-associated deaths also were detected 
between two and three years after minimum 
price increases. 

At the same time, a 10 percent increase in 
the number of private liquor stores was asso- 
ciated with a 2 percent rise in acute, chronic, 
and total alcohol-associated death rates. 

Stockwell said the reason for the lower 
death rates likely were to be due to the fact 
that raising the price of cheaper drinks makes 
heavy drinkers drink less. 

Earlier research conducted by the same 
team and published in January 2012 found 
that each 10 percent increase in the mini- 
mum price of alcohol led people to drink 
3.4 percent less alcohol overall, getty images

Vodka shrine 
taken down

MOSCOW A Russian monument to a 
bottle of vodka has been toppled over 
fears that it could be seen as an illegal ad 
for the country’s favorite drink. 

The 9-foot metal sculpture had be- 
come a local landmark in the town of 
Glazov, 600 miles east of Moscow. But 
residents woke up one morning last 
week to discover it had disappeared, 
leaving only an empty pedestal. 

The bottle’s fall reflects a new, so- 
ber spirit of the age in Russia under 
President Vladimir Putin, a judo black- 
belt who rides, flies and dives for the TV 
cameras but rarely is seen raising a glass. 

Putin signed a ban on all alcohol ad- 
vertising in July, while other laws have 
banned sales of alcohol from street ki- 
osks or after 11 p.m. 

Initial reports suggested that local au- 
thorities were behind the disappearance 
of the memorial, erected 13 years ago to 
mark the 100th anniversary of the local 
Glazovskiy spirits factory. 

But factory bosses later told local 
media they had decided to remove the 
monument over fears that it could fall 
foul of the strict new advertising laws. 

“The bottle monument ... might be 
considered as an advert for our prod- 
ucts,’’ Dmitry Pozdeev, head of the fac- 
tory’s legal department, said.

Chicago Santa Speedo Run 

The one-mile race is “as close to nude as you can 
get,” with swimsuits and Speedos encouraged for 
a dead-of-winter run in the Loop. Need a little help 
getting over your bashful ness? There’s an open bar 
before the event and a day’s worth of partying after- 
ward. Proceeds benefit the Chicago Diabetes Project. 
The skinny: The event is held in early December.

Meanwhile, protesters in San Francisco 
were so miffed by a ban on public nudity in 
December that they showed up at City Hall 
in nothing at all. 

Once again, skin is in. 

“A lot of people will say the reason for the 
nakedness is the Lady Godiva principle,” 
says Andrew Bedno, a coordinator for Chi- 
cago’s World Naked Bike Ride, referring to 
the legend of a woman on horseback who at- 
tracted attention by wearing nothing but her 
long hair. “You can have any level of educa- 
tion and make your message, but take your 
clothes off and people will pay attention.” 

Bedno says nudity plays a three-fold role 
in the World Naked Bike Ride in Chicago, 
now in its loth year. With a tagline of “Less 
gas, more ass,” participants who strip down 
and mount a bike represent the vulnerability 
of cyclists who share the road with motor- 
ists. The lack of clothing, he says, also calls 
attention to climate change: Due to all the 
gasoline it takes to power vehicles, “the fu- 
ture is going to be hotter” with all the oil 
burning, he says. At the end of the day, the 
nudity draws attention to the group’s cause a 
lot more than something like, say, a research 
paper would. 

Other Chicago events, such as Decem- 
ber’s Santa Speedo Run and the Chicago Un- 
die Dash in July, don’t require nudity, but the 
freewheeling spirit is the same. 

“Trust me, there’s no reason I should be 
running around in a Speedo, but I just don’t 
give a damn,” said Tom Letter, 31, of Lakev- 
iew, co-chairman of the Santa Speedo Run. 
He said running a race in a Speedo is “about 
as close to naked as you can get,” and while 
many are shy the first time, the event has 



{audience members] realize it’s OK.” 

Lamour said Naked Girls Reading is as 
simple as it sounds. As a way to celebrate 
literature, she and other burlesque perform- 
ers strip down completely and read passages 
from works that move them. The monthly 
event has spawned other performances all 
over the world since it began four years ago, 
and she’s been surprised by the popularity. 
Singles, couples and even a few well-read 
bachelor parties have attended the event. 

“It’s about exposing people to literature 
and getting people excited about reading 
again,” she said, adding that the nudity al- 
most becomes secondary to reading aloud on 
stage.

Lamour she said she has seen nude acts 
like burlesque gain popularity since she be- 
gan performing 10 years ago. But she said 
audience members sometimes have miscon- 
ceptions about Naked Girls Reading. Some 
think they will just be watching the girls read 
silently to themselves, others don’t expect 
nudity at all. Despite that, she’s found nudity 
as the perfect vehicle to spread the love of 
literature. 

“Why not be naked, really, when it comes 
down to it?” she said.

Manhunt for ex-cop 


D LOS ANGELES As the search continued 
Thursday for a former police officer 
suspected of a double homicide and shooting 
three police officers, one fatally Los Angeles 
Police Chief Charlie Beck called the situation 
“extremely worrisome and scary” 

Beck said suspect Christopher Jordan 
Dorner, 33, had multiple weapons at his dis- 
posal, including an assault rifle, and called the 
ex-LAPD officer and former Navy reserve lieu- 
tenant “armed and extremely dangerous.” 

“Of course he knows what he’s doing— we 
trained him,” Beck told reporters Thursday 
morning. “It is extremely worrisome and scary 
especially to the police officers involved.” 

When asked what he might say to Dorner, 
Beck replied: “I would teU him to turn himself 
in. This has gone far enough. No one else needs 
to die.” 


THE SUSPECT 

In his online manifesto, Christopher Jordan 
Dorner specifically named the father of 
Monica Quan, the Cal State Fullerton assis- 
tant basketball coach who was found dead 
Sunday in Irvine along with her fiance. 


Local, state and federal authorities are in- 
volved in a massive manhunt for Dorner, who 
threatened “unconventional and asymmetrical 
warfare” against police in an online manifesto. 
Dorner also is wanted in connection with a 
double homicide Sunday in Irvine, Calif, where 
the daughter of a retired LAPD captain and her 
fiance were killed. 

The search intensified early Thursday after 
three police officers were shot in Riverside 
County and Dorner was identified as a suspect.

Consumers are moving from large cars and SUVs to smaller cars and SUVs in order to get better mileage, 
one of the reasons Honda is offering a peek at a new small SUV to be offered first in Japan at the end of 
the year and in the U.S. in 2014. 

The Urban SUV is a derivative of the subcompact Fit car sold in the U.S. Like the Fit, the Urban SUV is 
aimed at youth and those on a limited budget and focuses on fuel efficiency and fun. 

It will have hidden rear door handles and Honda’s reconfigurable “magic seats” that can be folded flat 
to hold maximum cargo when not carrying passengers. 


FiatSOOL 

Add two more doors to the mini Fiat 500 and 
you have the all-new for 2014 500L (the L 
denotes added length). The newest addition 
to the Italian automaker’s lineup will arrive in 
showrooms at midyear as a 2014 model. The 
L could have been called the LWH, because 
it’s not only 27 inches longer (167 inches ver- 
sus 140 inches) than the current two-door, it’s 
also 6 inches wider and higher. 

Since it competes with the BMW Mini, the 
500L also offers a more aggressive, higher- 
performance Trekking version with larger, 
17-inch wheels. 


2014 Ford Transit 
Connect wagon 

When the novel-looking Transit 
Connect bowed for the 2010 mod- 
el year, it became a surprise hit 
among consumers, who bought 
it, and the media, who voted it 
North American Truck of the Year. 
The reviews suggested that what 
looked like an excellent work truck 
for tradesmen might also make a 
good people-hauler. 

Ford listened, and for 2014 a 
new-generation Transit Connect 
is going to be available later this 
year in two versions, a short and 
long van to serve tradesmen, and 
a short and long wagon to hold 
five to seven passengers and sub- 
stitute for a minivan, which might 
be too big and expensive and burn 
too much gas. 


2014 Cadillac ELR 

Here’s an early look at the next plug-in, battery-powered, 
extended-range electric from General Motors that ar- 
rives in showrooms at midyear. The two-door ELR coupe 
joins the 4-door Volt sedan in the GM plug-in electric 
stable. 

The Chevy Volt was GM’s first plug-in electric, a sur- 
prise to many who thought GM would bring out a luxury 
Cadillac plug-in first, allowing the automaker to charge 
a higher price for a low-volume line to help recover 
some of the development cost. Besides, luxury buy- 
ers are more prone than Chevy owners to buy novelty 
items and boast about being the first on the block with 
the newest gadget. GM opted to offer its first plug-in as 
its volume value leader, which meant a lower-than-ex- 
pected price, but even so, it was hard for many to accept 
a $40,000-plus Chevy not bearing a Corvette badge- 
even if it boasted new battery technology.

The MKC (“C” for crossover) 
is the smallest vehicle ever 
to carry the Lincoln badge, 
ironic since it’s also serving 
as one of the building blocks 
to re-create the brand. 

The compact crossover 
represents a new segment 
for Lincoln and teams with 
the newly designed 2014 
Lincoln MKZ midsize sedan 
now at dealers. 

The new crossover will 
join the small luxury seg- 
ment that has grown by 
200 percent in four years 
and compete against such 
nameplates as the Acura 
RDX, Mercedes-Benz GLK 
and BMW X3. 



2014 Mazda 6 

The midsize sedan is note- 
worthy because it has been 
totally redesigned for 2014 and 
competes in the most popular 
segment in the industry. But 
the primary reason it deserves 
a close look is that it offers a 
2.2-liter turbo diesel engine to 
provide driving range that gas 
engines don’t offer. 

The Mazda6 becomes the 
first noncommercial diesel 
offering in the U.S. from a 
Japanese brand. It goes on 
sale in the second half of this 
year for those who want the 
room and comfort of a midsize 
sedan, but the fuel economy 
and driving range of a com- 
pact. It will be teamed with a 
choice of six-speed automatic 
or six-speed manual.

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Soderbergh goes 
with his usuai style 


For anyone who 
struggles to focus 
their attention on a 
movie — that should 
include all 23 people 
who saw A 1 Pacino in 
last week’s embar- 
rassing “Stand Up 
Guys”-“Side Ef- 
fects” is just what the 
doctor ordered. 

Sure, a thriller 
involving the 
dangers of prescrip- 
tion medicine and 
insider trading may 
seem as current as a 
documentary about 
Napster. But director 
Steven Soderbergh, 
who says he’s retiring 
from movies later this year, can make almost 
anything sizzle and stick— most recently 
proven with “Magic Mike,” the stripper 
movie that’s actually a funny, perceptive 
story relevant to anyone who has ever real- 
ized something intended to be temporary is 
slowly becoming permanent. 

In “Side Effects,” Emily Taylor (Rooney 
Mara) has spent 80 percent of her five-year 
relationship with Martin (Channing Tatum) 
waiting for him to get out of jail after his 
insider trading conviction. You’d think his 
release might quiet the demons in her head— 
Emily previously was treated by a physician 
played by Catherine Zeta-Jones— but her 
husband’s return still finds her seeking pre- 


scriptions from Dr. Banks (Jude Law) to treat 
her depression. 

Depending on the medication, her 
condition seems to morph into glassy-eyed 
emptiness or energized sexual rejuvenation. 
Then, something terrible happens that Emily 
says she doesn’t remember, perhaps due to 
her pills. 

Written by Scott Z. Burns (“Contagion,” 
“The Informant!”) and tilted with angles 
coated in Soderbergh’s traditionally stylish 
cool, “Side Effects” may not pack the urgent, 
forbidden temptation and emotional engage- 
ment to warrant the “Hitchcockian” label. 
Still, sleek, mysterious performances and a 
mostly crafty script prevent the twistiness 
from becoming Shyamalanian. 

Multiple characters note the apparent 
simplicity and happiness presented in drug 
ads. When a woman in a field smiles next to 
a dog, under a banner that says, “Take back 
tomorrow,” who wouldn’t want to feel better 
in one day? The engine that drives “Side 
Effects” toward something bigger and better 
than the folly of an easy fix is Soderbergh’s 
(“Sex, Lies and Videotape,” “The Cirlfriend 
Experience”) long-time fascination with 
observing the line between interiors and 
exteriors, both geographical and physical. 

“How’s your head?” Banks asks Emily after 
she intentionally smashes her car into the 
side of a parking garage. “How was it before 
you hit the wall?” A person’s intent and state 
of mind is the greatest question mark in 
“Side Effects,” which would have delivered an 
even stronger shiver had the answers proved 
elusive.

Rooney Mara finds fame 
has pleasant ‘Side Effects’

It’s been a dizzying couple of years for Rooney 
Mara, who gained a little attention in “The 
Social Network” and then worldwide fame for 
starring in Hollywood’s version of “The Girl 
With the Dragon Tattoo.” 

The offers have rained down in a torrent, a 
veritable embarrassment of riches. She was set 
to do “Zero Dark Thirty” but that would have 
conflicted with films directed by Terrence 
Malick and Steven Soderbergh. So no “Dark 
Thirty” and Jessica Chastain lands the Oscar 
nomination. But, being a 27-year-old kid in a 
candy store, Mara isn’t fretting. 

“It’s a good problem to have, I guess,” she 
says. There’s an untitled Malick film in the 
can, in which she co-stars with Christian Bale 
and Ryan Gosling. There’s another directed by 
Spike Jonze on the way an indie outlaw drama 
titled ‘Ain’t Them Bodies Saints” and a 1950s 
period piece by Nick (“High Fidelity”) Hornby 

“I feel like I’ve eaten too much candy over 
the past year,” Mara laughs. “It’s got me dizzy 
But I know how blessed I am to have had 
these opportunities presented to me, and I’ve 
been reaUy anxious to make the most of the 
moment.” 

It’s all come so suddenly for Rooney 
younger sister of Kate, member of the family 


that owns the New York Giants. You’d be 
tempted to hate her, or at least resent this 
strikingly beautiful child of wealth who is 
burning through a lifetime of “big breaks” in 
just a year or two. But she’s so good it’s hard 
to turn hater. 

She pulled down enthusiastic reviews for 
her shaved-head turn as Lisbeth Salander in 
“Dragon Tattoo.” And her notices for “Side 
Effects,” her new film for Soderbergh that 
opens Friday have a touch of “she has arrived” 
about them. In the film, she plays Emily a 
young woman whose pill-treated depression 
threatens to blow up on her life and that of 
the doctor (Jude Law) who prescribed the 
medication for her. 

As convincingly as Mara internalizes every 
role she plays, Emily was “not someone I 
could take home with me.” Soderbergh’s 
sets are notoriously tranquil places where 
the actors keep civilized hours, “unlike other 
roles in others’ movies, where you work 12 
hours or more a day so you can’t help but let 
lyour character] take you over. If she’s going 
through something awful, you live with that. 
This wasn’t like that.” 

That said, she is ready to take a break after 
grabbing as much candy as she could for two 
years. “I could see taking a break,” Mara says. 
“Now, I have to. Except I’ve forgotten what 
you do when you’re not working. It’s like 
learning to walk aU over again.”

Movie steals fun from Bateman, McCarthy

Debilitatingly witless, “Identity Thief ” 
strands Melissa McCarthy and Jason Bate- 
man on the shoulder of its own road-trip 
premise, an artificial construct reminiscent 
of “Due Date.” Remember “Due Date,” 
that sour thing with Robert Downeyjr. and 
Zach Galifianakis? Neither do Downey and 
Galifianakis. 

The screenwriter of “Identity Thief,” Craig 
Mazin, gave us “The Hangover Part II.” All 
these pictures belong to the same realm of 
exhausted, mean-spirited comedy pushing 
casually sadistic mayhem in the guise of 
slapstick, destined to make millions on the 
backs of its actors. You can’t reaUy talk about 
any of these pictures in terms of their comic 
machinery because, at heart, they’re barely 
comedies. They’re situations in search of 
comedy 

All McCarthy has to do is show up, and the 
audience likes her, even when the audience 
is supposed to hate her, or when “Identity 
Thief” treats her character— a brazen Florida 
con woman living large on the Visas of oth- 
ers— like a feral, subhuman pathos dispenser.

When Denver accounts representative 
Sandy Patterson, played by Bateman, discov- 
ers his identity has been purloined and his 
credit cards are maxed out, trashing his good 
name, his employer (John Cho) declares him 
a bad risk for their startup company Sandy is 
given one week to retrieve the con woman; 
bring her to Denver, all the while being tailed 
by drug dealers and a murderous bounty 
hunter; and turn her over to the police, 
thereby clearing up the mess the script tries 
so hard to establish gracefully 

We’re meant to see Diana, McCarthy’s 
character, as a funny/sad victim of circum- 
stance, whose suburban Orlando home is 
stuffed with ill-gotten blenders and makeup, 
with a Jet Ski in the front yard. Sandy her 
temperamental opposite, is presented as a 
milquetoast family man whose backbone 
emerges, battered but for the better, during 
his treacherous road trip with Diana. 

Director Seth Gordon made “Horrible 
Bosses,” which actually was cruder than this 


movie, though quite funny and nicely plot- 
ted. This time, Gordon is lost, and his style 
of shooting— telescopic close-ups, which 
never give us enough space to appreciate the 
performers — feels wrong for comedy By the 
time McCarthy punches somebody in the 


throat for the fifth time, and the inevitable 
Taser sight gag gets recycled, “Identity Thief ” 
has challenged the best abilities of everybody 
on-screen, including Eric Stonestreet, Cam 
on “Modern Family” as a barfly on the make. 
Crud has a way of doing that.

For all the technological advances 
we’ve made over the past few de- 
cades, dealing with email remains 
a horrible, heinous, please-stop- 
making-me-do-this experience. 

But email is far too ingrained in 
our lives to be disregarded entire- 
ly: So we cope. 

The latest tool to help us navi- 
gate through email hell is Mail- 
box, an iPhone app that brings a 
shiny new interface to Gmail ac- 
counts that speeds up the email 
organizing/prioritizing/manage- 
ment process. 

It turns out this free little app 
actually is quite good. 

To cut through swaths of un- 
wanted noise. Mailbox takes its 
inspiration from any to-do app 
you’d find on a smartphone or 
computer. %ur inbox behaves 
like a list and every email is treated like a 
task. By swiping to the left or the right on any 
email sitting in your inbox, you can schedule 
an email to resurface at the top of your list at 
a later time, check it off and archive it, file it 
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away to a secondary list, or delete it entirely 
When you open an email, those same four 
actions can be carried out by tapping one of 
the four icons running across the top of the 
screen. You have the option to reply forward 




and star emails. 

The scheduling action is especially useful, 
since it allows you to put off something you ei- 
ther can’t or don’t want to deal with now— but 
it doesn’t let you forget about it. And if you

Mailbox certainly has its limi- 
tations. Mailbox only stores a 
limited amount of mail local- 
ly— which is the norm for most 
apps— but it doesn’t yet have a 
function to search Gmail’s serv- 
ers. That means anything you 
haven’t filed away or read disap- 
pears after a few days (give or 
take, depending on how busy 
your inbox is). Advanced Gmail 
features like labeling and priority 
inboxes are absent in Mailbox. 

Mailbox plans to add premium 
paid features in the future, but 
the company hasn’t yet said what 
those will be. 

The biggest drawback, of 
you can only use it with Gmail. 
Mailbox will add more email ser- 
gains more users.
